Funds From 
Chest Given 
6 Agencies 


Most of Allocations 
Pared Because Huge 
Goal W as Not Attained 


Allocation of monies to Village 
agencies took place at W ednes­ 
day’s m eeting of Palm Springs 
Comm unity Chest followed by a 
rising vote t>f thanks to Carl Lyk- 
ken for his three years of service 
as president and to Lyle New ­ 
comer who acted as chairm an of 
the recent drive. 
Members of the Chest organiza­ 
tion learned officially that a total 
of $50,481.88 was collected during 
the drive which 
had w hat is ' 
term ed officially an impossible 
goal of $55,000. compared to $35.­ 
000 last year. 


PALM 
SPRINGS Community 
Hospital association received the 
largest slice of the funds collect­ 
ed. $21,340.16 as compared to a 
request for $25,000. The reduction 
was ascribed to the failure of the 
Chest to reach its goal of $55,000. 
Two other organizations in the 
Village received money for ap ­ 
proved budgets, $2,725.23 for the 
Palm Springs Boy Scouts and $2.­ 
871.84 for the Village Girl Scouts. 


BOY’S CLUB, which had asked 
for $4,395.65 received a partial 
allotm ent of $1.500 pending a re­ 
exam ination of its financial needs 
for the next 12 months. The sam e 
was true in the case of the Desert 
Museum and the W elfare and 
Friendly Aid Association. 
The form er had asked for $7,­ 
623.75 and was given tem porary 
relief am ounting to $2,500 and 
the W elfare and Friendly Aid 
which asked for $12,383 was given 
$4.000 pending further study of 
its budget. 


DIRECTORS of the association 
were pleased w ith the financial 
report w hich showed that of the 
$50.481.88 collected the net sum. 
after 
salaries, 
office 
supplies, 
telephone 
and 
other overhead, 
amounted to $49,646.41. 
Lykken who is retiring after 
three years as president was giv­ 
en a rising vote of thanks for his 
service and the work he contri­ 
buted to the Chest campaign.

More than 100 residents from 
an 
area 
reaching 
from 
Palm 
Springs to Palm Desert and from 
D esert Hot Springs to C athedral 
City will m eet at the Fiesta House 
at 3 p.m., next Monday to con­ 
sider plans for formally launch­ 
ing a cam paign to create the Des­ 
ert Hospital District. 
K enneth K irk, named general 
chairm an of a special comm ittee 
by President F rank Bennett of 
the C om m unity Hospital associa­ 
tion, issued the call. 
THE QUESTION of w hether 
the desert area should proceed at 
once w ith district form ation steps 
will be subm itted to the big com ­ 
m ittee, and if the action is favor­ 
able as expected, the new pro­ 
gram will be under way. 
Once formed, the district would 
assum e operation 
of the 
local 
Com m unity Hospital, paying off 
its annual operating deficit from 
tax funds instead of the annual 
appeals. It is estim ated that this 
tax cost, spread over the large 
proposed district, would be only 
a few dollars per year per resi­ 
d ent—an expenditure that might 
easily be offset for many persons 
since state 
law s perm it lower 
hospital rates for district resi­ 
dents. 
IF THE PLAN is launched next 
Monday signatures will be ob­ 
tained on petitions asking crea­ 
tion of the district. Two public 
hearings in R iverside would be 
required this spring and sum m er, 
and the special election would be 
hold laic next fall after residents 
return to the desert for the w in ­ 
ter.

First Woman Member 
In Village History 


Almost 1300 voters w ent to the 
polls in the Village Tuesday and 
elected four new councilmen and 
returned one incum bent in one 
of the most exciting local elec­ 
tions since incorporation of Palm 
Springs. 
As a result of th e balloting 
there will be four new council­ 
men around the board table for 
the coming two years. And for 
the first tim e in the city’s history 
there will be a woman on the 
council. 
It was approxim ately a 70 per 
cent vote—and every w inner >va- 
clected by a m ajority of the votes 
cast. 


IN DISTRICT THREE w hen 
Gordon Feekings replaced Culver 
Nichols as councilman, the u ir, 
nor was given a 71 per cent vote. 
The m ajority ratio prevailed in 
every district down to district one 
w here William Veith, the winner, 
polled 55 per cent of the vote to 
tiic combined 45 per cent for his 
six opponehts. 
Tom Kieley, incum bent in No. 
6 also outpolled his two oppon­ 
ents w inning by a 44 m ajority 
and a 68 plurality over his n ear­ 
est opponent.

CONGRATULATIONS to the four new councilmen who were 
elected last Tuesday, and to Tim K eilcy who was returned to office 
w ith a good m ajority. For the first tim e in its history, the Palm 
Springs city council will be graced with the presence of a woman. 
Popular and capable. Ruth Hardy can contribute the wom ans’ view 
to city affairs . . 
But more about the city council later. Let's look 
into the m atter we have to vote on NEXT Tuesday. 


THE PROPOSAL is quite simple, as we have explained before. 
It increases the lim it placed by state law on the am ount w hich the 
city council can appropriate for publicity and advertising for Palm 
Springs. The present lim it is about $7500, the new ceiling would bo 
around $22,500. But let's bear in mind that the whole decision is still 
left up to the council w hether or not it believes th at the city should 
spend any money AT ALL for the purpose stated. 
We m ight say that the m easure represents a vote of confidence 
in the city council. They arc the ones who will have to decide 
from year to year how m uch the city can afford to spend for pro­ 
m otional purposes and still m aintain vital services and m ake needed 
im provem ents. Those who favor th e proposal believe th at this can 
be done and point out th at the council would not be justified in 
increasing taxes for this purpose. 
There is considerable stren g th to the argum ent th at the city 
should be able to spend around $15,000 to $20,000 of the business 
license tax income for prom otional purposes. 
The city takes in 
about $50,000 a year from this source. None of the money could— 
nor should it be—spent for operating the C ham ber of Commerce. 
The council m ust see to it that the funds are spent only for ad v er­ 
tising and publicity purposes—to attract new residents and visitors 
to Palm Springs. 


IT SHOULD WORK som ething like this: The Cham ber of Com ­ 
merce, or any other agency or comm ittee, m ay present a plan for 
prom otion to the council—together w ith the cost. The council m ust 
then decide. We believe it would be wise for the city to require 
th at a com prehensive plan be w orked out a full year in advance 
and then get some e xpert advice.

ALSO ADDED to the Museum 
collection last week w ere two 
baskets, one com pleted and one 
unfinished to show the construc­ 
tion. made from the leaf fibres of 
a Mexican palm. These w ere con 
structed in Sinaloa. Mexico, and 
collected by John H ilton—well- 
known artist and author—w hen 
he was searching for the lost 
am ethyst mines. Mr. Hilton also 
donated a large electric quartz 
crystal, which he is preparing to 
mine commercially, and about 50 
small am ethyst crystals picked 
up from the tailings of the lost 
mine that he rediscovered last 
year. Mr. Hilton, w hile he was 
here to give a talk at the M u­ 
seum last Thursday evening, not 
only autographed 
the Museum 
copy of his book “Sonora Sketch­ 
book”, but also made a little pen- 
and-ink sketch on the fly-leaf. He 
is at the present tim e working 
on a new book on the Colorado 
Desert in which he is incorporat­ 
ing a lot of the early history of 
Palm Springs. 
An added exhibit to the o rig ­ 
inal small collection of stam ps 


depicting 
animals, 
birds

THE EXHIBIT of live flowers 
at the Museum has attracted a 
great deal of interest, especially 
among the tourists from out of 
town. If you have seen any flow­ 
ers which you cannot identify 
you are urged to visit the Muse­ 
um to see if they are on display 
there. If they are not you can 
probably learn the identification 
upon inquiry. 
Victim of an attack by a cat 
was a W hip-tail Lizard, which is 
a native of the open sandy desert 
area. It is a beautifully marked 
lizard with a grey head and back, 
shading into a soft orange-brown 
color w ith a black reticulated p at­ 
tern all over. It has very large 
external ear openings back of the 
eyes. 
Unfortunately this lizard 
was injured by the cat and died 
shortly after being brought in by 
Judy Owens. Like all of our local 
lizards the W hip-tail is perfectly 
harmless. 
It feeds upon insects 
which it stalks and runs down. In 
turn it forms a major item in the 
diet of such birds as the Itoad- 
runner and the Shrike, and such 
snakes as the Sidewinder. Their 
average length is about 6 inches. 
Another D esert Tortoise was 
added to the sm all collection now 
to be seen in the patio of the 
Welwood M urray Library 
This 
latest addition, and the largest, 
was m ade by Miss Edith Lude­ 
wig. 
A nother Scorpion was added to 
those on view at the Museum by 
Pat Bond,

Because no contractor has been 
able to furnish a firm bid within 
the possible lim its of the reve­ 
nue bonds th at could be absorbed 
by the present m arket, construc­ 
tion of the Mt. San Jacinto W in­ 
ter Park T ram w ay is being held 
in tem porary abeyance.

The w ritten statem ent handed 
out by the P ark A uthority n ad­ 
as follows: 
'The Mt. San Jacinto W inter 
P ark A uthority m et today at tin 
Fiesta House at the Desert Inn 
and review ed conditions pertain­ 
ing to the T ram w ay as they exist 
today. It w as revealed that be­ 
cause of the natu re of the financ­ 
ing 
of 
the 
project, 
w hich 
is 
through the sale of revenue bonds, 
a 
num ber 
of different 
factors 
m ust dovetail sim ultaneously be­ 
fore construction of the tram w ay 
can actually begin. The most im ­ 
portant of these dovetailing fac­ 
tors continues to be the securing 
of a firm bid by a responsible 
contractor. 
This 
bid 
must 
be 
w ithin the lim its of a bond issue 
which can be absorbed by the 
bond m arket at a price which 
will perm it am ortization of the 
issue. 
"To date no contractor has been 
able to furnish such a contract 
because of uncertainties in the 
labor and m aterial m arket. There 
are current factors w hich point 
to an im provem ent in the m ateri­ 
al and labor situation. The Au­ 
thority is continuously in touch 
w ith people who are interested 
in building the Tram w ay, those 
capable of supplying the m ateri­

A. The m axim um this year would be $22,500 
and w ould vary som ew hat each year. 
Q. W ould the city’s services suffer if this 
money is appropriated for prom otion and adver­ 
tising? 
A. No. The city's income has nearly doubled 
in the past two years, thanks to increased prop­ 
erty valuations, collection of approxim ately $100,­ 
000 from the sales tax, and collection of the high 
business license fees. 
The city is in the best 
financial condition in its history and can well 
afford to give an “assist” to this vital program in 
which the city governm ent is just as interested 
as are business firms. 
Q. W ould th e city be required to appropriate 
the total sum each year? 
A. No. The City Council w ould be authorized 
to spend only w hat it deem s necessary for adver­ 
tising and prom otion in a given year, and then 
w ith lim itations strictly controlling all money. 
Q. W hat agency w ould actually spend th e city 
money? 
A. It is probable the funds w ill be spent 
through th e C ham ber of Commerce, but this is not 
m andatory. T he City Council can spend th e ad­ 
vertising and prom otion funds anyw ay it decides, 
through any designate^ agency or could set up its 
own advertising and prom otion departm ent if it 
chose to do so. 


Q. W hy is it felt necessary to spend m ore ad­ 
vertising and prom otion m oney for Palm Springs? 
A. This is a w inter resort. Its only source of 
NEW MONEY—w hich provides new jobs, healthy 
business 
conditions 
and 
sustained 
property 
values—comes from the w inter guests in hotels 
and apartm ents, and the w inter residents. Then 
obviously if we can accom m odate more than we 
are caring for now, it is only good business to in­ 
vite more. And particularly it is vital to invite 
more visitors DURING THE FA L L AND SPRING 
when we have a great surplus of accommodations 
and w hen our stores and shops need customers. 
Q. How will th e money be spent? 
A. Som e w ould be used for inviting and ser­ 
vicing convention groups, placing advertising in 
new spapers and m agazines, publishing literature 
to be placed in th e hands of prospective visitors, 
and carrying on publicity program s throughout 
the country. And all of these projects would have 
to m eet th e requirem ents of th e City Council 
before funds w ould be available. And then the 
money w ould be paid only after receipted bills 
w ere presented by the advertising organization 
showing a definite expenditure of funds. 
Q. How m uch has th e C ity of Palm Springs 
appropriated to th e C ham ber of Commerce for 
these purposes this year? 
A. To date, $4500. 
Q. How m uch m oney is raised by the business 
license fee in Palm Springs? 
A. Receipts up to Ju ly 1, 1947 (and this figure 
is expected to be m aterially higher for the present 
fiscal year ending Ju n e 30, 1948), w ere $50,197. 
Q. Is this proportionate to incom e from busi­ 
ness licenses in other cities? 
A. No, it is m uch higher. For instance, Palm 
Springs has a population of 7213 and its business 
firm s pay $50,197 per year. Riverside, w ith a pop­ 
ulation of 45,000 pays only $48,000. The business 
license schedule here is conceded to be the highest 
in S outhern California, despite the fact th at busi­ 
nesses operate only a p art of th e year. 
Q. Do city governm ents in other w inter re­ 
sorts appropriate funds for advertising and pro­ 
motion? 
A. Yes. 
Phoenix and Tucson spend $25,000 
each in tax money for these purposes every year. 
Las Vegas has a $100,000 prom otion fund, but 
w hether tax funds help m ake up this total could 
not be learned. 
Q. W hy is it considered a good practice to ap­ 
propriate th e Palm Springs m oney from business 
license revenue? 
A. This avoids increasing th e property tax 
rate, and also EVERY BUSINESS then pays a 
share of th e cost of advertising and promotional 
activities.
